Califor¬ 
nia Senator Richard 
Mountjoy voted in favor of 
environmental protection 
5% of the time in 1995 and 
was ranked 38th of 40 
senators by the nonparti¬ 
san California League of 
Conservation Voters. 
Senator Mountjoy voted 
against reducing air pollu¬ 
tion and in favor of hunt¬ 
ing mountain lions and al¬ 
lowing more unrestricted 
logging by timer compa¬ 
nies.

I 
would like to thank them 
for their commendation, 
and for sharing their obser¬ 
vations of what happens 
when you dial 911 in Si¬ 
erra Madre. 

They are correct. There 
is a switching delay of 3 to 
8 seconds before the 911 
call rings at the console in 
the Police Department. 
This can seem like an eter¬ 
nity if your house is burn¬ 
ing, but it really isn’t. A 
longer delay is created 
when the 911 caller, think¬ 
ing the call has not gone 
through, hangs up and di¬ 
als again. We have had 
instances where the caller 
has dialed several times, 
hanging up each time be¬ 
fore the phone could be an¬ 
swered. 

Of course, as the 
Knowles suggest, you can 
avoid any switching delay 
and dial our regular busi¬ 
ness number. In Sierra 
Madre, that will probably 
work since the call, either 
business or 911, is an¬

A bill by Senator Rich- 
ard L. Mountjoy to ensure " 
that candidates for state- 9 
wide office in California 
strictly follow state elec- 
tion laws has been signed " 
into law by Governor Pete *1

Senator Mountjoy’s J’ 
Senate Bill 1799 closes a 
loophole in state law " 
which has allowed candi- ^ 
dates for public office to ^ 
circumvent requirements 
for collecting a specific 
number of signatures from ® 
registered voters on their '' 
nomination papers. ^ 

Legislation was needed, ^ 
according to Senator ® 
Mountjoy, because some 
candidates have success- ^ 
fully sued election offi- ^ 
cials to qualify for the bal- ^ 
lot despite the fact that 


they did not gather the 
number of signatures re¬ 
quired in the law. 

The new law authored 
by Senator Mountjoy 
makes all signature re¬ 
quirements for nomination 
papers mandatory so a 
judge will no longer have 
the authority to allow the 
names of candidates who 
have not gathered enough 
signatures to be placed on 
the ballot. 

“Candidates for public 
office should follow all the 
rules and requirements 
specified in election law. 
The requirement to gather 
a specific number of signa¬ 
tures is simple and should 
be complied with by all 
candidates,” Senator 
Mountjoy said. 

“It is ridiculous to allow 


has almost complied with 
the law so their name can 
be on the ballot,” Senator 
Mountjoy continued. 

In some recent court 
cases. Senator Mountjoy 
said several State Assem¬ 
bly candidates had their 
names placed on the ballot 
by a judge even after fail¬ 
ing to obtain the 40-60 
valid signatures necessary 
for filing nomination pa¬ 
pers. 

“California’s election 
laws outline a very simple 
and fair procedure for can¬ 
didates, a procedure which 
clearly states the number 
of signatures that must be 
gathered. The loophole 
which allows candidates to 
seek a court order to skirt 
the law must be closed,” 
Senator Mountjoy con¬ 
cluded.

The Altadena Search and Rescue Team—a few miles 
to the west — was formed within months of Sierra 
Madre, and it is conducted within the auspices of the 
Altadena Sheriffs station. With few exceptions, all 
members are reserve deputies. 

Because the Sierra Madre team is an all-volunteer 
civilian group, no tax dollars are used to support the 
team’s operations, which cost about $30,000 a pear. 
Residents of Sierra Madre and neighboring communi¬ 
ties, and various local businesses and organizations, 
support “their’’ team through annual donations. 

According to Jon Inskeep, current president of the 
Sierra Madre Search and Rescue team, the team con-

Question: I had new brakes put 


on all four wheels of my car and at 
the same time had the wheel 
bearings repacked. When I looked at 
the invoice, I noticed that they only 
repacked the front bearings. 
Shouldn’t the bearing on all of the 
wheels have been repacked -RT 
Answer: Repacking, or greasing 
the wheel bearings is typically 
needed only on the non-drive wheels 
of a vehicle. That is, repack the front 
wheels on a rear wheel drive vehicle 
and the back wheels on a front wheel 
drive vehicle. The drive wheels 
normally use pressed-in, sealed 
bearings that do not require 
servicing. If the sealed bearings go 
bad, they will need to be replaced.

Arcadia,” said Gwen Davis, officer-in-charge at the 
Arcadia Post Office on Wheeler Ave. The “Carrier 
Alert” service, once utilized in the city, was similar but 
not as well organized as this new program, Davis re¬ 
marked. “These are community services serving the 
community.” 

“Our goal is to provide customer service to citizens. 
This program allows for more in-depth service to 
Arcadia,” Shawver pointed out. In the face of city wide 
budget cuts, the Arcadia Fire Department still deems 
customer service as a big priority, he said.

A cooperative effort between the Arcadia Red Cross, 
Post Office, Fire and Police Departments has resulted 
in an innovative program offered to .senior citizens, 
handicapped or other “special need” individuals in the 
city. Entitled “Mr. Postman, Check On Me,” it promises 
to provide a new type of community service. 

Don Shawver, administrative captain in charge of 
special operations for the Arcadia Fire Department, ini¬ 
tiated this special program in Arcadia, effective Aug. 1. 
Several neighboring cities have implemented similar 
ideas in their communities. 

In Arcadia’s program, the fire department will sup¬ 
ply agencies such as the Red Cross with the 3" x 4" stick¬ 
ers bearing the slogan, “Hey, Mr. Postman, Check On 

Me.” Each sticker lists several phone 
numbers to be called when the letter 
carrier has an indication that the resi¬ 
dent has not picked up the mail as 
they normally do (usually after three 
days). 

Upon receipt of a notification by 
a postal employee or other notifying 
party, the communications center 
will have a police unit make a “wel¬ 
fare check” on the resident. The po¬ 
lice officer can then determine if 
paramedics services are required. 

911 dispatchers will, at the request 
of the notifying party, return a phone 
call depending on the findings of the 
welfare check. 

“What’s wonderful about this ser¬

As mentioned, looking backward strtmgly resembles 
looking forward...growth, change, opposition. We come 
from 1950 to the present. 

1951 Voters poll a 4-1 majority in favor of a 
$1,950,000 bond issue for construction of a high school 
in Arcadia. Arcadia High School will open fall semes¬ 
ter, 1952 for freshmen and sophomores. Five other 
schools would be built in Arcadia in the 19^’s. 

1951 A new City Charter incorporating a City Man¬ 
ager system is adopted by the populace. 

1951 Pacific Electric runs its last red car to Arcadia, 
ending 38 years of interurban service.

and Game Department. 

Fish and Game Super¬ 
visor Larry Sitton says that 
they get one or two calls a 
week, but very few are 
public safety issues. He 
called incidents like the 
Canyon Crest situation a 
“no harm/no foul bear situ¬ 
ation” and indicated that 
those were the norm. 
However, due to the fact 
that it was during daylight 
hours, and children were 
playing nearby. Wildlife 
Biologist Chinel Davis 
was dispatched. Davis 
says that in general. Ani¬ 
mal Control and Police 
Departments are urged to 
handle as many of the calls 
as possible themselves; 
however, this case war¬ 
ranted Fish and Game in¬ 
volvement. As the bear 
hadn’t harmed anyone or 
appeared overly menac¬ 
ing, it was decided to at¬ 


tempt to peacefully tran- 
quilize and move the bear, 
if possible. It did prove to 
be possible, with the 
drugged bear climbing out 
of the tree and onto a shed, 
then hopping down into 
the back yard of Ms. 
Jenkins. 

The bear was moved to 
a wash in Arcadia off of 
Santa Anita, about five 
miles away. Major reloca¬ 
tion, according to Davis, is 
unfortunately not a very 
viable option. It used to be 
relied upon, but it was dis¬ 
covered that 70% of the re¬ 
located bears died, and 
many of the rest ended up 
finding their way back to 
where they started out. 
‘The bears get trained by 
their mothers,” says Davis, 
“they get used to an area, 
they stick to what they 
know.” 

Is Kate Jenkins afraid 
that her visitor will return? 


“Not for myself, but for the 
children nearby. They’re 
out playing, and he’s out 
strolling.” Davis isn’t con¬ 
vinced that the bear is nec¬ 
essarily the same one that 
Jenkins has been hearing. 
“There are many, many 
bears in the foothills.” 

Now, the good news for 
the residents: The vast ma¬ 
jority of bear incidents are 
not dangerous, and the in¬ 
cidents are, to a large ex¬ 
tent, preventable. Said 
Surgent, “Keep a lid on 
your garbage.” Davis con¬ 
curs, and takes it a step fur¬ 
ther. “Clean out your trash 
cans with ammonia or 
bleach. Human garbage is

like a smorgasbord for 
bears. If you have a pool, 
beware; they attract bears. 
They’re visible from a dis¬ 
tance, and often they’re the 
closest source of water. Fi¬ 
nally, if you have an or¬ 
chard, pick the fruit as 
soon as you can. If you 
leave it lying in your back¬ 
yard, remember that bears 
have an extraordinary 
sense of smell.” The bot¬ 
tom line is that most bears 
are just nuisances, as op¬ 
posed to safety threats. But 
why tempt fate? As for 
Kate Jenkins...it’s been 
two weeks and counting 
since she’s heard her mys¬ 
terious visitor’s scrapings. 


Chief Joe Surgent says 
that he wants to get the ex¬ 
pert opinion of Fish and 
Game agent Mark Jeter, 
but notes that Monrovia 
Police Chief Joseph 
Santoro is happy with the 
units in Monrovia. Ac¬ 
cording to Curley, Jeter is 
a fan of the device. The 
units cost .$400, and are in¬ 
stantly reset after activa¬ 
tion, not needing to be ad¬ 
justed until after the 30th 
blast. Curley works with 
nationally-renowned 
“Counter Assault”, a com¬ 
pany in Montana that sup¬ 
plies his pepper spray. 

Curley calls Bear Be 
Gone a “great non-lethal 
deterrent. Nobody wants 
to have to kill a bear, and 
nobody wants to be endan¬ 
gered by bears. This is just 
like a slap in the face to en¬ 
courage the bears to stay in 
the wilderness. The spray 
has no long-term effects.” 

Surgent left a demon¬ 
stration of the device feel¬ 
ing interested. Mark Jeter 
is on vacation currently, 
but Surgent expects to hear 
from him soon. As Surgent 
says, “When it comes to 
dealing with animals, 
they’re (Fish and Game & 
the Humane Society) the 
experts.” If Jeter is truly 
impressed with the prod¬ 
uct, however, expect to see 
at least one in Sierra 
Madre, teaching the bears 
that it’s in their best inter¬ 
ests to stay in the woods.

work. We don’t want our 
team members to lose their 
jobs because of their work 
on the team.” 

A minimum five-year 
commitment to the team is 
expected, and the first year 
isprobational. Once a can¬ 
didate is accepted, there is 
ongoing training in such 
mandatory skills as rope 
work and climbing, re.scue 
systems, search tech¬ 
niques, first aid, naviga¬ 
tion, etc. Team members 
are each expected to be ex¬ 
perts in all these areas. 

“Our members need to 
be good team players, be in 
good physical condition, 
and be capable climbers in 
wet and cold conditions,” 
states gaffrey. The annual 
test of physical condition 
is for the team member to 
hike up Little Santa Anita 
Canyon north of Sierra 
Madre with a rescue pack 
and reach Orchard Camp 
in 90 minutes, an uphill 
climb of about four miles. 

Additionally, every 
team member provides all 
their own personal equip¬ 
ment. Though new mem¬ 
bers typically already have 
some of the needed gear, 
the total cost of needed 
equipment - assuming you 
had to go out and buy it all 
at once - would be at lest 
$3,000. 

You begin to grasp the 
enormity of their volunteer 
effort when you realize all 
the training and condition¬ 
ing that is required, all the

With The Eyes Of The Heart 

During a wedding all eyes are on the bride and groom. 
After the ceremony you might hear someone wonder¬ 
ing how a beautiful bride could possibly see anything 
in a groom who is, in their judgement, much less hand¬ 
some than she. “What does she see in that guy?” they 
ask. With a shrug people respond, “I guess love is 
blind.” 


It’s a mistake to think love is blind. Rather, love, and 
love alone, can truly see all the wonderful qualities in a 
human person. Love gives a vision, a deeper way of 
seeing. Faith is something like that. Faith and faith 
alone, can truly see all the wonders of God. 

In a Gospel story, Jesus gives sight to a blind man. 
The Pharisees looked at Jesus and saw only a trouble 
maker who was overturning their customs. He was 
guilty, in their judgement, of violating the Sabbath rest. 
They objected to Him even though He did only good and 
never evil. By contrast, the man who had been given his 
sight looked at Jesus and saw his Savior. 

Jesus’ gift of sight to the blind man is a symbol of the 
faith which comes to us in baptism. “There was a time,” 
St. Paul reminds us, “when we were in darkness, but now 
we are light in the Lord.” This light in the Lord is the 
gift of faith which is given to us through the sacrament 
of baptism. 

Those without faith took a t a fellow being and see 
only a person. Those with faith see a child of God. 
Those without faith pick up a Bible and find only words. 
Those with faith discover the truth of God. Those with¬ 
out faith look at the Eucharist and see only bread and 
wine. Those with faith experience the reality of the 
Lord’s body and blood, given up for us. Those without 
faith look at suffering and see only tragedy. Those with 
faith believe that suffering is a sharing in the cross of 
Christ. Those without faith look at death and see sepa¬ 
ration and oblivion. Those with faith accept death as a 
step which leads to a new, fuller life through the resur¬ 
rection of Christ. 

Baptism gives us new life which makes us children 
of God and members of His family. Like recently bom 
babies, members of this family open their eyes upon a 
new world. They can see the beauty of God’s wonders 
because of the gift of faith. Faith, like love, is not blind. 
It is only the way to see.
